In his opponent’s cam¬ 
paign, Ann-Marie Noyes has 
challenged Martin on the 
amount of a tax increase 
property owners have seen 
over the last four years. 

When asked about this on 
Thursday, Martin said keep¬ 
ing taxes under control will be 
part of his agenda if elect¬ 
ed...but also said those con¬ 
cerned about recent increases 
should realize that in order to 
make money, you have to 
spend money.

In the past, Noyes has said 
an operational review of Tbwn 
staff needs to be conducted 
and if she is elected, will be 
motioning for the support of 
council to have this take place. 

“We need to find out what 
we’re doing well and what we 
can do betteif said Noyes. 


Noyes started her 
door-to-door cam¬ 
paigning 100 days 
before the election 
and says she has 
personally handed 
out 2,500 of her fly¬ 
ers since then.

Pharmetics Inc., a leading 
maker of herbal products, 
vitamins and consumer 
products, has notified 
employees at its Fort Erie 
operation the company 
plans to close the Jarvis 
Street facility unless a buyer 
can be found. 

Employees learned of the 
decision when called togeth¬ 
er for a meeting Thursday. 

"It was an absolute shock," 
said Gord Falconer, a 
spokesman for the 
International Association of 
Machinists and Aerospace 
Workers Local 171. 

IAMAW represents 180 
unionized workers at 
Pharmetics 1 Fort Erie plant. 

Falconer, who was present 
for the meeting, said the 
union had earlier this year 
accepted concessions in an 
effort to help the company 
increase its efficiency and 
attract additional business. 

Employees, most of whom 
were under the impression 
the company's fortunes were 


improving, were expecting to 
hear something completely 
different.. 

"They thought (company 
officials) were bringing the 
people together to say, 
'We've got new customers,'" 
explained Falconer. "Instead 
of that, they announced the 
phase-out It actually floored 
the majority of people who 
were in attendance. There's a 
lot of anger." 

Pharmetics, which is 
based in Laval, Que., pur¬ 
chased the Fort Erie plant 
and a sister operation in 
Burlington three years ago 
from Patheon Inc. in a deal 
worth $5.75 million. 

The Fort Erie facility began 


operations in 1974 under the 
name Custom 

Pharmaceuticals. 

In 2001, the plant received 
$2.3 million worth of 
upgrades to put it in a posi¬ 
tion to take advantage of the 
market for products in tablet 
form. 

Currendy, the Fort Erie 
operation produces and 
packages tablets, liquid 
creams and enzyme-based 
products in 60 product lines 
for 10 clients. 

In a letter obtained by QMI 
Agency, company officials 
explain the decision. 

"When we acquired the 
Fort Erie site, we had an 
expectation of maintaining 


the current level of business 
and to add additional clients 
and products," the letter, 
which is addressed to "our 
valued Fort Erie employees," 
reads in part. 

"With the current market 
conditions in pharmaceuti¬ 
cal contract manufacturing 
we have not been able to 
maintain or to gain new busi¬ 
ness at a sustainable level. 
We regret to inform you that 
we have made the decision to 
close down the Fort Erie 
facility." 

The letter states the com¬ 
pany is currently "examining 
all possibilities related to a 
change of ownership" at its 
Fort Erie site. 


"As we discuss the situa¬ 
tion with our clients and 
determine the phase out of 
their products, we will then 
know when we will need to 
reduce our workforce. We do 
not expect to begin this 
reduction for at least three 
months. We will provide all 
of our employees the neces¬ 
sary support and resources 
to assist in finding new 
employment" 

Jim Hubert, general man¬ 
ager of the Fort Erie 
Economic Development and 
Tourism Corporation, com¬ 
mented on die situation at 
Pharmetics. 

He said the Fort Erie plant 
should be an attractive asset 


for the right buyer. It's a mod¬ 
em facility with a highly 
skilled workforce producing 
superior-quality products, he 

"As a third-party pharma¬ 
ceutical manufacturer, 
they've got an excellent repu¬ 
tation in the marketplace," 
said Hubert 

"Hie problem right now is 
going to be is there some¬ 
body out there who can rec¬ 
ognize those attributes and is 
in a position to take them 

Hubert said he has been 
told the company has some 
prospects it's pursuing. 

"We’ve got our fingers 
crossed."
